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A FearruL Lear,—At the ;zrcat ﬁre in 8t
Paul last Thursday, two brothers, named Car}
and August Mueiler, who bhad a room in the

Concert Hall huildiog, were cut off from an
escape by the rapid progress of the flames and
smoke. They appeared at the upper-story
window, seventy-five or cighty feet trom the
groutd, The St. Paul Pioneer says :—

“The two brothers appeared to hesitate
when they appeared at the wicgdow, and some
ot the spectators cried out to them to jump,
The youngest was let out of the window - first,
the oidast brother hoiding him ‘by thé hand,
both beiog apparently unwilling to part com-
paoy in that trying moment. Finally the sus-
ponded man was drawa back into the building,
as though determined to remain instead of
taking the horrible risk of sucha dreadful
leap. An iostant after, however, a buman
form suddenly came through the window, and
for a second was suspended in mid air. The
horrified  spectators shuddered and turped
away their eyes. A dull thud was heard, and
the mangled torm of one of the two brothers
rolled apparentiy lifeless down the stcep de-
clivity twenty-five or thirty feet beyond where
it first _struck, where he lay motionléss and
groaping. The second brother followed im-
uiediately after, and for the second time, with-
in a moment almost, the:speechless epectators
witnessed the terrible leap. Both tho brothers
were care{ully picked up and laid upon beds
whieh were quickly brought, and atterwaids
vlaced beneath the grateful shade ofa iree
that was near by.

"*As soon as 1t was knowa that two men had
taken such a perilous leap the erowd tegan
to surge down the bluff to the point where
the men lay, and it was with great difficulty
that they could be kept at sufficient distance
from the sufferersto give the latter sufficient
air. An examination showed how much they
were‘mjnred.

“*Shortly after being picked up they were
taken to the residence of their brother-in-law,
where a eritical examination showed that they
had received iojuries ag follows : Carl has two
or three ribs broken on the right side, one of
which penetrated through the right lung, mak-

Deatr oF A Faxous Birp.—The French

papers apnounce the degth of Jacko', the fa-
mous parrot of the War Ofice in DParis, Jacko
was first brought into the office in 1830 by Mar-
shal Soult, and be remained iyr forty years at
hia post unaffected by revolutions or party coo-
fliots. Alter a time he came to be locked upon
a5 an indispensable appanage to the War De-
partment, and when there was a Cabinet crisis
people used to ask_ who was to get, not the
War Office portfolio, but the War Office_par-
sot. Though he served under eighteen differ-
ent ministers, he always remained congistent (0
the principles which were instilled into him
when be first entered office. Both under the
republic and the second empire ho remaived a
staunch Royalist, and there were few members
of his party who spoke their minds with so
much trapkness. Oue day his repeated cries
ot “Vige le Roi!"" so annoyed Marshal St. Ar-
paud when he was War Mimster that he or-
dered the indisercet bird to be turned out.
Jacko bad a triend, however, in the porter,
who took him into his lodge and taught bim to
add “‘do 8t. Arpand” to his ay. The Lird
was then pat into his room, und as_the Mar
shal was passiog, scresmed out :—**Vive le roi
de St. Arpaud!”’ “'A la bonne heure,”’ said
the Mipister, aud Jacko was at once retaken
into favor. O late years the clerks tried (o
teach him *Vive I'Empercar!” but be oev-
er could bring out the entire sentence without
iremendous eiforts. He got on very well as far
as **Vive ' Empe—,''but at this poiot he
seemed to choke, his feathers stood on end,
2nd his eyeg rolled with an anzious cxpression
as if he felt his conscieuce reproaching bim.
At last, after several minutes intense struggling,
he would jerk out the last syllable Me——reur,’’
in a hoarse, sepulchral tone. [IHe died imme-
diately after the Duchass of Berry, and on the
anpiversary of the death of Napoleon I., three
days before the Plebiscitum.
